servists. 


Uniess the extension is granted, 
“Mr, Roosevelt said, the country 
will be taking a grave national 
risk and disintegration of the 
army will be under way within 
two months, 

Responsibility for maintaining the 
efficiency of that army, the presi- 
dent said i’ a message to congress, 
rests solely with the legislators. 

Mr, Roosevelt dramatized his re- 
quest by trying an innovation, He 
transcribed the message on records 
so that his words might be heard 
later by radio listeners, 

He emphasized that conditions 
had changed since a 12-month limi- 
tation was placed a year agu on the 
service of selectees, guardsmen and 
reservists. 


FAR MORE GRAVE 
“Today it is imperative that I 
should officially report ta the con- 
greas what the congress undoubt- 
edly knows: that the international 
situation is not leas grave but is far 
more grave than it was a year @go,” 
he said.

LONDON, duly 21.—(CP)—The Royal Air Force will 
launch the heaviest air raids in history against Germany 
in the next three months, authoritative sources here sald 
today as a stream of British bombers kept up the non- 
stop air offensive already under way.

Magnificent Sweep Of Ships 


It fas awesomely beautiful, this matter-of-fact departure 
of the fleet on a routine errand... . Magnificent the scythe- 
like sweep of the big boats as they came into line one after 
one on leaving the harbor—magnificent despite the panoply 
of 15-inch guns, entirely dissociated with any of our old ideas 
of death. All was so still that we seemed hardly to be mov- 
ing. I, standing out of the wind on the quarter deck, wouldn't 
have believed that, there was a soul above decks ‘until I'looked 
around at the great masses of armor plate above me.......

that, too, for throughout the long 
rflernoon they were seldom away 
from their posts.

This was a battleship and I could 
remember when people used to feel 
tafe in an Anderson shelter with an 
eighth-of-an-inch of corrugated iron 
ever them. 

The day was sunny with an opal 
haze about 20,000 feet. The sky 
was the usual Mediterranean color 
plus, | suppose, a little mixture of 
desert dust and sand, The sea was 
a deep cobalt, strewn from heri- 
son to horizon with waving white 
feathers, Out on the horison the 
destroyers were dipping their 
beam ends and there wasn't any 
doubt that a pretty stiff gale was 
blowing . ..

fied a hundredfold by the drum-like | 
sounding board of the steel hull. The | 
gir seemed to have been shattered 
into solid, spiny pieces which one’s 
cars tried vainly to sort out, The | 
sea was bubbling with tall geysers 
and more than once with iridescent 
oily patches where the German 
planes had disappeared al the end 
of a streak of flame. | 


HUNDRED POM-POMS 
SCREAM 

Below the conning tower was an- 
other weird sight, a long string of 
4.5's waving in unison like gigantic 
reeds in a high wind, barking every 
few seconds and tossing out fiery 
plumes and choking hot mists — 
nbove them on a sort of stage a 
group of hooded gunners with tin 
hats over their hoods, manning what 
might have been taken for a black- 
smith’s pipe organ ...

We stood there and watched the 
planes come over, flying so low that 
we almost expected them to roll 
their wheels across the bridge.

Prisoners Are 
Badly Used By 
Italian Army 


Ry The Canadian Press 

Britons luckless enough to fall 
into the hands of the Italians 
during the Battle of Africa re- 
celved rough treatment, accord- 
ing to 8, E. Ammon, a chief cook 
in the merchant marine, who suf- 
fered that fate, 

Now in Canada, Ammon was 
taken prisoner with 200 other sea 
men in Italian Somaliland before 
the Fascists capitulated to British 
troops. For the first three days 
they existed in a native village on 
one large biscuit and a quarter of 
a cup of water daily 


on camp in Mogadacio, where they 
were given @ small tin of bully beef 
and three large biscuits. Ammon 
said the captives were driven there 
in a truck “packed in like sardines,” 
and claimed the drivers released 
great columns of black smoke to 
torment them, 


WITHOUT WATER 

During the 10-hour trip the men 
went through water and were forc- 
ed to stand up. At Mogadacio they 
were ordered into stone huts facing 
the sea—and any attacks the British 
might launch, 

Ammon said the stoves on which 
they were supposed to cook were 
useless and that their food gener- 
ally was rice and water, There were 
"ce razors, cigarettes or soap, The 
heat was terrific and the camp 
swarmed with files, 

Ninety-four of the prisoners were 
il) with dysentery, some so seriously 
they had to be removed to a military 
hospital where there were neither 
coctors’ nor surgeons. The only aid 
given them was in the form of in- 
jections. . 


SOLD THEIR FOOD 

Ammon said the joint Iattan- 
German officials of the camp sold 
their food to the natives and he was 
convinced they would have i‘ked 
nething better than to see them die 
Ir January, they were moved across 
the desert to Nother camp in Merka 
where there was even less to eat 
Bags of macaroni and rice were 
tlive with maggots 

Their ordeal ended, Ammon said,

Miner’s Death 
Is Accidental

LUSCAR, July 21—The inquest 
into the death of the late William 


Charles “Bill” Bevington, miner, who 
was fatally injured Thursday at 
Luscar Collieries, was held Friday 
evening.

While work- 
ing alone it is thought that timber 
broke, causing a cave-in of rock and 
debric which buried the deceased. 
He was found dead about 1:30 p.m

One isolationist leader grew en- 
thusiastic over a rumor that had 
reached him to the effect that army 
officials blocked a plan by President 

’ Roosevelt to occupy Dakar, Cape Verde 
and the Azores. The rumor probably 
originated in the imagination of some 
other human ostrich, not in fact. But 
suppose it were fact, why should any- 
body on this continent enthuse because 
there is nothing to prevent the Axis 
forces occupying those strategic bases? 
Those who do not want to see the 
menace of Hitlerism cut a rather 
curious figure with their heads buried 
in the sands of complacent obstinacy. 

It is fortunate for themselves, and 
for the world, that such men do not 
govern the United States or compose a 
large enough element in the population 
to shape foreign policy. If they did, it 
would be only a question of time until 
New York was made a Rotterdam and 
Chicago a Coventry. That may happen 
yet, unless the fortification now going 
on at Dakar is stopped. And who is 
to stop it, if the United States does not? 

Dakar could be occupied now with 
relative ease. A year from now, unless 
the Axis is crippled in the meantime, it 
will be a fortress which can only be 
taken at heavy loss of life. There has 
been no evidence that President Roose- 
velt planned or plans: to occupy that 
springboard for an attack on this 
hemisphere. If there is any such pur- 
pose, the sooner it is carried out the 
less it will cost.

Told in Figures 


Having finished counting, London 
reports that the Italian army in East 
Africa was 325,000 strong. There were 
125,000 Italians, the rest natives. Of 
the Italians 100,000 surrendered, 6,000 
are still in the bush, 19,000 dead. Of 
the natives 60,000 surrendered, and the 
others not killed deserted and went 
home. The South Africans, Australians 
and their comrades made a pretty com- 
plete job in that corner. 

Rome last week admitted total 
Italian losses in all theatres of “at 
least” 259,000. Mussolini’s book-keepers 
evidently did not consider native 
soldiers in East Africa or in North 
Africa as being important enough to 
count, and only included Italians in the 
casualty list. The natives were good 
enough to fight, but not good enough 
to be taken notice of when they were 
dead or captured. 

Equipment captured in the cam- 
paign included 800 guns, thousands of 
machine guns, 150 tanks, thousands of 
motor vehicles, 1,500,000 shells, and 
6,500,000 rounds of rifle ammunition. 
That is a huge amount of equipment. 
Whatever led to the destruction of I 
Duce’s forces, it was not a lack of tools 
to fight with. 

Nor was it due to lack of men. Nor 
to unwillingness of the men to fight, for 
they fought better there than Fascist 
troops in Libya or Greece. This narrows 
the case down to poor leadership. And 
this was certainly not due to a shortage 
of generals. They surrendered in 
droves. There must be enough of them 
in the prison camps to make up a 
battalion, maybe enough to make up a 
brigade. Perhaps the trouble was a 
superfluity of them. 


Helping Russia 


Those who jumped to the con- 
clusion that the Only way Britain could 
help Russia was to ship its defence army 
across to the continent must know bet- 
ter by this time. The army is still in 
Britain, but Russia is getting as much 
help as the army could give if it were 
in the Low Countries and Britain left 
defenceless. 

The incessant bombing of German 
munition centres, railway centres and 
power plants is the best kind of help 
that could be given Russia, for it is 
help that is steadily weakening the Nazi 
striking power, and it involves no risk 
that Russia's western allies might be 
crippled by a sudden invasion of Britain. 

The stereotyped assertions of Berlin 
radio that the bombing attacks are do- 
ing little damage can deceive nobody 
but the announcers who may is, 
their statements are believed. he 
people of west Germany know better, 
and the knowledge is spreading as the 

es bring new areas into their field 
of devastating operations. 

When a 4,000-pound bomb lands in a 
railway yard or on an airplane factory, 


that yard doesn’t..handle any more ; 
freight for a while, or the factory | 


doesn’t turn out any more planes, These 
monsters are falling daily and nightly 
on vital points in Germany's supply 
syatem, in ever increasing numbers, and 
where they fall they destroy and dis- 
locate. The Russian army has fewer 
tanks to combat, fewer planes to dread, 
fewer guns to deal with, because of this 
ceaseless blasting of the sources of the 
enemy's Mechantned equipment. 
And from London comes a quite 
casual announcement that new type 


Boeing bombers and Liberators are to 
be turned loose one of these days. Ap- 
parently the flying fortresses have not 
as yet been employed in any extensive 
way. Herr Goebbels will have to talk 
still faster when they get into action. 


The Tokyo Puzzle 


The result of the Tokyo shuffe is 
that Premier Konoye got rid of Matsu- 
oka, the gallivanting foreign minister 
who tied up Japan in two pacts of which 
it had to- break one. Ousting Matsuoka 
is supposed to have been the Konoye 
way of freeing Japan from the Russian 
bargain. It might equally well be 
claimed to free it from the entangle- 
ment with the Axis. Perhaps the 
Premier means that also, but not likely. 
Aggressors have to hang together or 
hang separately. 

Japan was coaxed into the Axis 
alliance to help Hitler. It went in to 
get what help it could from him. There 
was no sentiment in the deal. It was a 
cold business proposition—and still is. 
Japan won't help Hitler unless there 
appears to be something in it, just as 
Hitler wouldn't turn a hand to help 
Japan unless he got a whack at the 
spoils. The deep mystery at Tokyo is 
not a matter of high politics but of low 
cunning. Would it pay best to turn on 
Russia and try to pull Siberia out of 
the fire, or to ignore the Fuehrer’s SOS 
and go ahead with the expansion policy 
in Indo-China and the East Indies? 
That is the question. 

The Premier says Japan's course 
has been “fixed”. His new foreign 
minister says it can’t be fixed but will 
have to shift around according to the 
“day to day” events. Assembling all 
the contradictory hints, official, semi- 
official, near official and unofficiaJ, the 
correspondents at Tokyo say the cabinet 
evidently intends to keep the pact with 
Germany, keep the pact with Russia, 
and pursue its own ends more or less in 
disregard of both. In which case foreign 
minister Toyoda would seem to be more 
nearly right than the Prentier—and the 
world due to witness the unusual spec- 
tacle of a country facing three ways at 
once. 

The one safe conjecture is that the 
cabinet, half made up of three admirals 
and four generals, will try to ae 
where the grabbing looks easiest. That 
it will drop the grab policy and cease 
from aggression there isn’t a remote 
prospect, nor a solitary guess.

There is not the slightest ground for 
recriminetion over Gen, Marshall's request 
that Congress should extend the service of 
the men in the army. In enacting the 
s€lective service act Congress expressly 
laid down the rule, as a matter of fact by 
amending the original bill, that Congress 
and not the President, would determine 
whether the men should 
be held for more than 
twelve months, They can 
be held only when “the 
Congress has _ declared 
that the national interest 
is imperiled.” In con- 
formity with the law Gen. 
Marshall has now gone 
back to Congress. 

The law, which now 
requires Gen. Marshall to 
ask Congress for new 
authority, is entirely in 
accord with the spirit and 
intent of the Constitution and with the 
traditions of liberty in the English-speak- 
ing countries, The ultimate control of 
the army is the historic power by which 


~the legislature opposes usurpation at home 


or wars of conquest abroad. This, rather 
than the somewhat academic and legalistic 
power “to declare war,” is the effective 
power of the representative legislature in 
the whole process of war and peace. 

In reserving the right to say whether 
the army authorized a year ago is now ‘to 
be maintained, or reduced, or even in 
effect largely disbanded as an effective 
force, Congress was assuming a respon- 
sibility which in any free country ought 
to rest upon the legislature. The American 
army is commanded by the President. But 
it can exist only by authority of Congress. 
What Congress willed a year ago has now 
happened: the future of the army is in 
the hands of Congréss,

pat its plump sides. 

By the time they are five and six the 
children are blowing into a bagpipe so 
from morning until night a visitor‘*is never 
away from the sound of this musical hang- 
over from the Spanish Inquisition. 


A Gets in the Blood 


Augmenting the children are their 
elders. Once a bagpipe player always a 
bagpipe player. It gets in the blood and 
there is no known cure 

At the present time Halifax is 
more a bagpipe center than usual. There 
are thousands of Scottish soldiers here 
and apparently each one is equinned with 
a bagpipe, just as he is with a rifle and a 
gas mask.

Weapon of War

Once the members of Congress have 
studied Gen, Marshall's testimony, there 
is little doubt that they will not wish to 


repeat in this crisis the errors of every: 


other Congress in every other crisis in our 
history. This is the first crisis in which we 
have seriously prepared for war before 
war actually began and Congress, con- 
sidering that there was an election in 
progress last sumneer, has already shown 
than any 
other Congress in any similar period of 
our history. 

But if by any chance jit now refuses 
Gen. Marshall's request, or subjects it to 
emasculating amendment or filibustering 
debate, Congress will be repeating the 
errors which in 1776 and in 1861, not to 
speak of 1812, caused immense unneces- 
Sary sacrifice and very nearly led to dis- 
aster, The problem of the short enlist- 
ment Which now troubles Gen. Marshall 
and threatens to disrupt the whole army, 
was the main military trouble which beset 
Washington in the Revolutionary War and 
Lincoln in the Civil War. Before any 
conscientious man ventures to oppose Gen. 
Marshall's request, he should read the his- 
tory of the army in time of war as set 
forth, for example, in Gen. Upton's “The 


| Military Policy of the United States” and 


the recent book by Gen. 
“America in Arms,” 


One Year Enlistment 


Washington's Continental Army was 
composed of volunteers from the militia 
of the states and in the beginning Congress 
insisted that the Continentals should be 
enlisted for one year instead of for the 
duration of the war. “Due to this folly,” 
Says Gen. Palmer, “it was necessary to 
train a New army each spring.... It was 
Washington's opinion that but for this 
stupid decision . . . the war would have 
ended in decisive American victory before 
the winter of Valley Forge.” 

What Washington thought of the 
twelve-month enlistments is to be found 
in a letter to the President of Congress 
dated Aug. 20, 1780. There is not space to 
reprint all of it though all of it well 
worth reading today: “Had we formed a 
permanent army in the beginning, which, 
by the continuance of the same men in 
service, had been capable of discipline, we 
never should have had to retreat with a 
handful of men across the Delaware in 
1776, trembling for the fate of America,

which nothing but the infatuation of the, 


enemy could have saved; we should not 
have remained all the succeeding winter 


| at their mercy, with sometimes scarcely a 


sufficient body of men to mount the ordi- 
nary guards, ... We should not have been 
under the necessity of fighting Brandy- 
wine... of seeing Philadelphia fall a prey. 
... . We should not have been at Valley 


Forge. ... There is every reason to believe 
the war has been protracted on this 
account, ... Th fluctuations of our army 


kept alive their (the enemy's) hopes and 
at every period of the dissolution of a 
considerable part of it, they have flattered 
themselves with some decisive advantages.” 


Another Disaster 


This same story was repeated, perhaps 
even more disastrously, in 1861. There 
were in the army then about 200,000 vol- 
unteers for the term of three years and 
about 75,000 militia, with a three months’ 
One can appreciate the 
feelings of Gen. Marshal] today when one 
reads the following from a dispatch of 
Gen. Patterson, commander of the Army 
of the Shenandoah, on June 28, 1861: “I 
beg to remind the general-in-chief that 
the period of service of nearly all the 
troops will expire within @ month... . The 
new regiments will not be fit for service 
before September, if then, and meanwhile 
this whole frontier will be exposed.” 

The disastrous and humiliating battle 
of Bull Run, which very nearly resulted 
in the loss of the war, was almost certainly 
precipitated because the army was melting 
away. It was certainly lost, because on 
the day of the battle “some of the volun- 


} teers and militia had been mustered into 


the service less than a month; the term 
of service of all the regiments of militia 
was on the eve of expiring.” Thus “disci- 
pline, the only sure bond of cohesion, was 
entirely lacking.” (Upton, p. 246). 

With the record of the past before it, 
with the position today set forth by Gen. 
Marshall, there should be no reason to fear 
that this Congress will refuse to do its duty 
in accordance with the responsibility it 
has expressly accepted. Unlike any other 
Congress, end to its everlasting credit, this 
Congress 1aised an army to prepare for 
war before the outbreak of war. There is 
no reason to suppose that in the situation 


| which now exists the Congress will listen 


to those who ask it to refuse to maintain 
the army which is raised.

This very brief text may prove to be 
the seal upon Germany's fate, now that 
Adolf Hitler's generals have violated Bis- 
marck’s fixed rule that Germany must 
avoid, always and at all costs, war upon 
two fronts, 

On the other hand, it may prove as 
ephemeral as the similar accord Britain 
signed with France before that unhappy 
ally collapsed beneath the thrusts of 
Hitler’s armored columns. 

The answer, for the moment, lies with 


‘the Russians alone 


Leningrad is immediately threatened. 
Kiev finds enemy columns beating at its 
doors. And the road to Moscow lies open, 
according to German claims, as Hitler's 
generals, after a brief lull caused by Rus- 
sian counterattacks and the necessity for 
consolidating communications, are thrusts 
in forward in their second major 
offensive. 

If the Russians can contain this three- 
pronged drive, as they have contained the 
first German invasion, Hitler's “one march

If you're one of those folk who like 
making gifts to the wealthy—and J'm not 
in that class—you might send young Mr.

Mr. Lindbergh was in Berlin long 
enough to be shown some of the Nazi air- 
craft and to receive a medal from 
Goering. That's his title to authority. Mr. 
Miller was commercial attache to the U.S. 
embassy at Berlin from 1925 til] 1939. He 
had ample opportunity to stu@y the Nazi 
way of doing business under the rule of 
the Austrian housepainterissimo. 

Says Mr. Miller of the Nazi aim for 
running Europe and other lands, “They 
wish to establish a scientific slave State 
in which they retain for themselves al] 
possibilities of military aetion, al] control 


| over important industria] operations, and 


in which they will be able to achieve a 
complete monopoly of scientific and tech- 
nica] knowledge.” 

Every country that has tried to do 
business with Hitler has had its fingers 
burned. His philosophy is expressec in 
“Mein Kampf” thusly: “The human race 
has grown great in war, In peace it would 
only decay.” Therefore he has geared 
Germany to a war economy. He must 
create emergencies endlessly, and continue 
in a state of aggression, if he is to go on. 

Three times within two decades the 
Germans have succeeded in living on their 
debts to the outside world, points out Mr. 
Miller. From 1919 till 1923 they did it by 
selling paper marks, hot from the print- 
ing press, to foreign buyers. From i924 
till. the crash they kept noing by selling 
long-term bonds abroad. hen their 
credit was gone they borrowed goods 


through Dr. Schact’s “blocked marks” 
schemes, making trades on their own 
terms,

A grand young-old man died all too 
soon last week when Dr. Robt. G. Jackson, 
health lecturer and athlete passed away at 
the age of 83.

Farmers Proceed 
With Hay Crops 


Haying is the order of the day 
in the Ferintosh district, with hay 
scarce on account of long drought 
and prevailing hot weather. Wheat 
that has been plowed under on 
account of weeds and wild oats get- 
ting the best of it is nil of course. 
The subsequent crop of barley is 
curled up in the shot-blade, and is 
finding its way into the hay stacks 
along with oats. some of it on 
breaking. 

Nursing coarse grain on alfalfa 
Qnd sweet clover ground will make 
Pasture only. Wheat on hill tops 
is burning up and beyond help 
Wheat on breaking is the crop of 
the year, and it is estimated by the 
local Alberta Pacific Co. that a 
yield of 12 to 15 bushels of wheat 
Per acre is optimistic. Eight to ten 
bushels is some farmers’ estimate; 
one of which has about the best 
stand in the district. Lots of chick- 
en feed is in the offing. 


CORONATION—Lack of rain and 
{intense heat is taking a heavy toll 
of yield in local crops, At the end 
of June crops were suffering to 
some extent but heavy rains would 
have picked them up remarkably 
had they fallen.

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ID you ever stop to figure out just what it is that puts a sport over? 
How do you account for some sport dying out and then coming back 
with a rush after several years of hiberNation? 


To some extent the answer lies in the fact that fans seem to tire 
of certain sports after awhile and want a change, but this falling off 
in interest can generally be traced to the athletes themselves and the 
men behind them—the fellows who do the planning, organizing and 
the slather of work which must be done in the background. 


The present boom in track and field athletics in Edmonton is a good 
example of this—especially in the women's division. A few years ago 
girls’ track and field athletes were as scarce here as 50-dollar bills in my 
pocket. Then Clarke Stadium was completed and provided an ideal 
plant, Next came planning and organizing by the officials of the Al- 
berta branch of the Women's Amateur Athletic Federation of Canada. 
Coaches began to take an interest again, meets were arranged aNd little 
trips for the girls and now we have some of the finest talent in Canada 
developing here, 

Over the weekend, four Edmontonians made a sweep in the Scot- 
tish games at Calgary. Gertrude Hagen won the 100 and 60-yard dashes, 
the broad jump, and placed second in the discus throw. June Causgrove 
took first in the discus, first in the high jump and placed second in the 
100 and 60-yard sprints. In the junior men’s division, Gordon Mitchell 
placed first in the half-mile and second in the mile. Douglas Mitchell, 


competing in the senior section, won both the half and mile runs. 


Credit for such a revival in interest in a sport must also be given 
to the city’s schools. The public school system has done much to stir 
up interest among the youngsters in track and field through the an- 
nual fall meets. 


When sport dies away in any town or city, you'll generally find that! 
the basic cause is a lack of men and women who are able and willing to| 
do the work necessary. These folk are mighty valuable citizens—in fact | 
1 think we ought to reward them with a reduction in their taxes, by | 
letting them vote twice or something like that. | 

I could name 50 or 60 men and women in Edmonton without whom 
all our sport would fold up so fast it would make your head swim. In 
most smaller towns you would need to take only ten or a dozen key 
men away to kill that place so far as sport is concerned

Mioland Third 
As Big Pebble 
Takes Gold Cup 


LOS ANGELES, July 2i—(AP)-— 
Big Pebble and Paperboy sank the 
overladen Mioland boat Saturday 
in the biggest turf upset of the year. 

Battling it out in a stirring stretch 
due], Big Pebble scored a smashing 
victory in the $75,000 Gold Cup 
handicap before a screeching mob 
of 41,000 fans. 

Paperboy, the rightly-feared 
three-year-old, made a gallant chal- 
lenge for the top money of this 
fourth running of the event, while 
Mioland, the odds-on favorite, ran 
third in a photo-finish. 

It was the mgst exciting race in 
the series, and brought about the 
biggest surprise as Charles S. How- 
ard’s Mioland met, not one but two 
masters in this mile and one quar- 
ter race, 


FOR FIRST TIME 

Living up to his reputation for 
the first time, Big Pebble, with 
Jackie Westrope in the saddle, ran 
in the same style as he did in whip- 
ping the Bradley horse, Bimelich. 
for the Widener Cup last winter and 
collected a purse of $62,475 for his 
owner, Edward S. Moore of Sheri 
dan, Wyo. 

Paperboy owned by Harry L, 
Warner, and handled by one of the 
best lightweight jockeys in the 
game, little Nick Wall, boombed 
into contention on the back stretch, 
taking care of Mioland’s stable mate 
Porter's Cap, and as the crowd set 
up a thunderous roar, moved into 
the lead half way down the stretch. 


BIG PEBBLE ROLLS 

Mioland charged up at him, but 
couldn't make the grade, and then 
Big Pebble stormed up like a 
thunderbolt. He passed Mioland 
and then Paperboy—and held on 
tight in a hard drive. 

Big Pebble ran the distance in 
2:02 3-5—three fifths of a second 
shy of the track record hung up a 
year ago by the great Challedon in 
winning this same cup. 

Mioland’s only alibi, if he had 
any, was that he carried too much 
weight—130 pounds. The Pebble 
was next high with 119, and Paper- 
boy was the paperweight of the race 
at 98. 

Big Pebble paid $12.80 to win, 
$5.80 to place and $2.80 to show, 
Paperboy paid $5.40 and $2.80, and 
Mioland paid $2.20 to show. 

Paperboy won $15,000 second 
money, Mioland $7,500 for third and 
Wing and Win, another late arrival 
who had not received a cal] in the 
first stages, won $3,750 fourth 
money. The race in added money 
was worth $89,550. 

The betting handle for the big 
race was $254,963, largest amount 
ever wagered on a single race at 
Hollywood Park.

if that semi-miracle had ever come 
to pass, the world might have had 
another spider-legged hitter to 
mention in the same bracket with 
the freckled Bob Fitzsimmons, 

The horrific Hambone could hit 

like the crack of doom. A port- 
sider by nature, he was really a 
switch hitter. He merely seemed 
to turn his wrist a little toward 
the inside with a slight push for- 
ward, like a man shooting his cuff 
to look at his wrist watch, but 
opponents went down as if mach- 
ine gun fire had suddenly cut the 
legs from under them, 

The principal trouble was they 
weren't much opponents. The Bone 
never could be made to take any of 
it very seriously. An anvil chinned 
Gael from South Boston, the Kerry 
Patch 2f that storied bourne where 
the Cabots speak only to the Low- 
ells and the Lowells speak only to 
God! Mr. Kelly-+the first name was 
really Joe—was one of those rare 
and uninhibited children of nature 
who simply couldn't be bothered 

If anybody wanted to fight, 
sure, he'd fight, and if they want- 
ed a ring and rounds and all, that 
was all right with him. His man- 
ager of record was a neighbor- 
hood Boy Scout, Mr. Mucker Mc- 
Grath, now a Boston politician 
of some prominence, and Mucker 
at the time was considerable 
pumpkins in the pugilistic patch

heavyweight, Jim Maloney, 

Because cf this high estate, Muck- 
er was able ta make arrangements 
for the Mighty Bone to meet Paul 
Berlenbach, then the world’s light 
heavy weight champion, in an 
evening soiree at the Boston Nat- 
jona] League Baseball Park, and it 
was apparently all right with the 
Bone although it's extremely doubt- 
ful that he knew or cared exactly 
whom or what he was going to 
fight. 


WHAT, NO SHOES? 


M* McGRATH. however, was 
very excited about it, so excit- 
ed, in fact, that’ when time came to 
depart from a Back Bay hotel 
wherein he'd had the Hambone in- 
carcerated, he forgot to include the 
grip that had Kelly's gear in it: and 
when the locus belli was reached, 
they were fresh out of tights, shoes 
and things. There wasn't tin®.to 
send back for their own, and in 
this dire emergency, they managed 
to borrow the regalia of a welter- 
weight who had completed a stint 
on the preliminary card, but, to be 
guilty of a brash understatement,

All of it was bad, but the most 
acute difficulty came in the 
matter of the dogs, or feet, The 
Kelly trilbies were approximately 
the size of kites, and these shoes 
were never made for that type of 
area.

Tt affair progressed for some | 
four stanzas, with Kelly threat- 
ening to quit and McGrath pleading 
with him to use mind over matter. 
Finally Berlenbach nailed the 
gentleman and he dropped to take 
the full toll. He was already reach- | 
ing for his shoe laces before the 
referee finished. 

If Kelly had had his own fiddle 
cases, he might have won that one, 
and if he had, he might have gone 
on. As it wes, he lapsed back into 
the neighborhood trade, where he} 
still is, incidentally, lolling around 
in the sun these summery days and 
not worrying about anything in 
particular, 

But he could hit! 

He didn’t need gloves. In fact, 
he was better without them. A 
fellow told me about watching 
him wade in one night to the 
assistance of a friendly cop set 
upon by a dozen toughs trying to 
rescue a prisoner. They sald you'd 
tee first one Kelly shoulder, then 
the other, move forward ever s0 
slightly. Each time, a tough’s 
feet would rise about six inches 
from the ground, his head about 
six inches above the crowd level. 
That ‘vould be another one on the 
ground cold as Christmas Eve in 
Labrador. 

I was just perusing a pseudo- 
scientific article upon Mr. Lou: 
Nova's celebrated ‘cosmic punch”, 
and it went on to presume to talk 
about “hitting”. This happened to 
be one guy in my town—you've 
probably got ‘em in yours—who 
couldn't tell you why, nor how, but 
who only started hitting where most 
of the rest of these fellows stopped. 

“Champion of the world” is a 
glamorous misnomer. It means 
champion of a variety of the reg- 
ulated art. These others are the 
gents who could take any of ‘em 
on at street corner. It depends upon 
what kind of fighting you're talking 
about.

Your Baby 
And Mine 


By MYRTLE MEYER ELDRED 

Toothing is so much less serious 
a crisis in a baby's life in these days 
of fine feeding, that little is said 
about it. 

One takes it pretty much for 
granted that at the proper time— 
for a particular baby—teeth will 
find their way into his mouth and 
little help is expected or demanded 
of the mother. This is as it should 
be. 


Teeth and bones grow without 
aid if the food materials for their 
stowth are provided. The mater- 
lals for such growth are supplied 
by the widely known diet con- 
sisting of milk, fruits, vegetables, 
whole grain cereals and breads 
and some form of Vitamin D. 
This last, provided by the sun in 
summer and cod liver oj] or con- 
centrated or super D oils in winter, 
provides the specific means by 
which the body extracts all the 
nutritive materials for bones and 
teeth.
